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REMARKS 

The Office action mailed 4 September 2008, has been received and its contents carefully 
noted. In the Office action mailed 4 September 2008, the Examiner required a restriction as 
follows: 

Group I, claims 1-19, 21 and 22 drawn to a method for identifying DNA sequence 

variation. 

Group 11, claim 20 drawn to a kit. 

The Examiner deemed that the inventions of Groups I through n do not relate to a single 
inventive concept. 

Applicants hereby elect to prosecute the claims of Invention I (claims 1-19, 21 and 22), 
without traverse. 

Applicants also reserve the right to pursue any claims canceled as a result of this 
Restriction Requirement in a continuing application without prejudice or disclaimer.
